They did 
all the stunt* that a lot of drunks 
would do and kept right on dbing 
for two or three days and nights.'

One of the 
mounted guards rode up on the side 
walk on the corner of -the main plaza

Finally the question is ask­ 
ed as to the occupation and place of 
residence of the applicant for the last 
ten years. 
In addition, he is requested to giw 
a number of references and after he 
has furnish* d them, the commission, r 
has another form which he sends out 
to those 
whom lie has been re­ 
ferred, getting information regarding 
the applicant’s 
personal 
standing, 
business record, etc., for the last ten 
years. Under the new' ruling, all ap­
